OSTRICHES BATHING 
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THE SOUTH PASADENA OSTRICH FAR’1.... 


Is situated on the line of the Los Angeles and Pasadena Electric 
Railway, just beyond the Los Angeles city limits, at the entrance 
to the lovely plateau, containing the gem of the mountains—the 
crown of the valley—the beautiful city of Pasadena. Nearly one 
hundred birds are 
corralled in seven 
acres of lovely park, 
exhibiting to the 
visitor the various 
ages of ostrich life— 
from the little infant 
of a week old to the 
mature McKinley, 
an aggressive pa- 
triarch of nine Cali- 
fornia winters. Here 
may be seen the antti- 
natal process in in- 
cubators; the break- 
ing of the egg and 
entree into the pro- 
verbial climate ; the 
large birds turning 
over the eggs in their 
nests; the digging 
of the nests; the 
fighting of the male 
birds, who are ex- 
tremely jealous and 
at times savage; the 
bathing daily in the 
reservoirs, which 
they enjoy; the 
flights of flocks of 
ostriches through the 
wide paddocks pursued by a dog; and occasionally the Ridiae ot 
a bird by a boy; the plucking of the ostriches for their valuable 
feathers, and their phenomenal devouring habits. 

A large show room containing an immense stock of ostrich 
feathers manufactured into boas, tips, collars, etc., delights the eye 
of the lady visitor, Compared with the imported South African 
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article the local product is considered by connoisseurs much 
superior, and it is certainly no matter of opinion merely to state 
that the finest collection of ostrich feather manufacture east of 
New York is located at the South Pasadena Ostrich Farm. 

This beautiful display is particularly enjoyed by the ladies. 
Here is every quality 
of ostrich feather 
tips, from the lowest 
grades to the highest 
—feathers seldom 
seen in any millin- 
ery store. Here are 
ostrich feather capes 
of extraordinary ele- 
gance and beauty; 
here are endless 
lengths and widths 
of magnificent os- 
trich feather boas, in 
natural and dyed 
product; the lovely 
collarettes so much 
admired, parasols 
made of ostrich fea- 
thers—the fashion in 
Paris and London— 
fans, HCC... Ot, * to 
omit (interesting to 
every visitor) the 
egg shells on sale, 
the legs and skins 
of defunct ostriches 
as natural and inter- 
esting as observed by 
the hunter in the 
wilds of interior 
Africa, and an endless variety of photographs of the birds. 

The exports of ostrich feathers from Cape Colony, Africa, to 
the European markets exceed in value $7,000,000 per annum, of 
which the United States consumes $2,000,000. It will, therefore, be 
seen, that many years must elapse before the American market can 
be supplied with feathers of local manufacture. The advantage

of buying at the Ostrich Farm goods upon which no duty has to 
be paid is apparent. In this connection it may be stated that shortly 
after the export of ostriches by Mr. Cawston to California the Colo- 
nial Government imposed a duty on every live ostrich taken from 
Africa of $500. It is now some twelve years since Mr. Cawston (the 
present proprietor of the Norwalk Ostrich Farm) brought over in a 
sailing ship from South Africa forty-two ostriches; since then he has 
raised over four hundred birds and is now increasing the ‘‘ troops ”’ 
at the rate of about one hundred chicks per annum. 

A full grown ostrich weighs about 275 pounds and stands 
nearly eight feet high; at four they are matured," paired off, and, 
after digging a hole in the ground together with their claws, the 
hen will regularly lay an egg every other day for about a month; 
then the pair alternate setting ; in forty days the little ostriches 
begin to ‘‘ bob upserenely ’’ in the California sunshine. ‘These chicks 
grow at the marvelous rate of twelve inches a month for the 
first six months; their food is mostly chopped alfalfa; before reach- 
ing the end of their span of existence—7o years—however, they 
will have swallowed many and various foods. The eggs weigh 
about 3 pounds each and taste like the ordinary hen’s egg ; the 
shells are sold for souvenirs and very appropriate they are. ‘The

feathers are plucked every few months, graded and sold to the manu- 
facturers of millinery for from $5 to $100 a pound. 

Many are the varied products of California, but the industry 
of ostrich farming is probably the most interesting and peculiar to 
the general public. No visitor should leave the State without 
inspecting this marvelous display of tropical orthinology acclimated 
in a distant land and multiplying the fame and productive capacity 
of the Golden State. There is no more pleasing or suitable souvenir 
to take back home or send to some distant friend, than a feather 
boa, a feather fan, some ostrich feather tips, or real California 
ostrich egg-shells—a most appropriate reminder of the Pacific shore 
—manufactured at the South Pasadena Ostrich Farm. 

The ride to the farm trom Los Angeles is one of the most 
pleasing; beautiful vistas of green hills open to the traveler as the 
electric car curves along the track, and from the gates of the farm 
is spread out a magnificent panorama of snow-covered hills, the 
delight of every beholder. Attendants are always on hand to escort 
visitors through the Ostrich Farm.
